“The attendance area for the 
new school will include all of the 
Belle Haven area and all of East. 
| Palo Alto,” Dr. Turner said. “In 
addition, it will encompass that 
| area west of the highway bounded 
by the Menlo Park city limits 
south of Menalto avenue, San 
Francisquito Creek, and Bayshore 
highway. 

“This attendance area has been 
proposed for a long time,” the su- 
nerintendent continued, “on. the 
basis that it would. be the most 
centrally-located for, students re- 
siding east of Bayshore highway, 
and would require that a minimum. 
number be forced to cross the 
freeway in order to attend clas- 
ses.” 

The proposed high school, plans 
for which are now being studied 
| by the State Division of Architec- 
ture, is to be built. on a 34acre 
| site bounded by Cooley and Clarke 
avenues, Donohoe street, and the 
freeway. 

“A good deal of misinformation 
|appears to have gained currency 
in the East Palo Alto rea,” Dr. 
Turner explained. “Some of this 
appears to be based on the feel- 
ing in that area that some sort of 
an attempt is being made to keep 
Menlo-Athterton High School an 
‘elite’ school, while offerings will 
be limited at the East Palo Alto 
plant. 


“This is plainly not so. The 
East Palo Alto High School is cen- 
trally located, and even Belle Ha- 
ven area residents will be, in most 
| cases, closer to it than Menlo-Ath- 
erton. 

“With the exception of a pedes- 
trian overpass at Ringwood road, 
the Willow road traffic inter- 
change and the University ave- 
nue interchange, the area is sep- 
arated from the rest of the high 
school district as far as access is 
| concerned, so buses having to dou- 
ble back through residential 
| streets east of Bayshore would ac- 
| tually travel farther than if they 
| went directly to the East Palo Al- 
to school. 

“It is true,” Dr. Turner contin- 
ued, “that the East Palo Alto 
plant will differ in appearance 
;from other schools of the district. 
| But its design must meet the same 
| high standards as all new. schools. 
It is not to be a less complete 
plant than others, and in fact will 
| probably be better in some ways, 
| because of recent architectural 
developments.”

Biggest news to the most people this week is that, as o 
tomorrow afternoon, school’s out! 


This annual newsworthy event means different things, how: | 


ever, to different segments of the population.

All these different reactions are understandable. But while 


we smile at the youngsters’ elation, sympathize with mothers

Both incidents point to the kind of thoughtlessness, the lack 
of responsibility that cause more tragedies than anything else. 
The boys ignored the fact that they were in the wrong, that 
they were playing a dangerous game... and that it is most 
inconvenient to be dead. 
The motorist ignored the fact that 45 miles per hour in a 
school zone can be just as dangerous — if not more so —as 90 
miles per hour on a freeway .. . and that to kill a child can 
Juin forever a man’s pleasure in living, 
Traffic laws are not made just for fun, But even if all laws 
were strictly observed, accidents still would happen. 
Perhaps even more important that the written rules of the 
road are the two unwritten rules: Courtesy and Caution. 
Now that school’s out, now that the summer season is luring 
more bicyclists — and more motorists, too — to the great outdoors, 
let each of us think again about those rules. Let's remember 
others have just as much right as we to travel on public thor- 
oughfares, and let’s resolve to keep alert for the unexpected.

Menlo Park’s — street lighting 
system has been pretty well tak- 
en for granted during the past 10 
years, since the city ‘withdrew 
from the old Menlo Park lighting 
district and put payment for the 
outdoor illumination on the gen- 
eral tax rate. 


Occasionally, residents will see 
public utility company crews re- 
placing old lighting installations 
and, more recently, some of the 
lights in the Flood Park Triangle 
area became inoperative when 
work on the Bayshore freeway re- 
sulted in cutting of a conduit, but 
usually the lights occasion little 
comment. 


Next year, however, it is an- 
ticipated that the cost of pro- 
viding lighting will be some- 
where in the neighborhood of 
$40,000 which amounts to 12 
cents per $100 assessed valua- 
tion on the tax rate.

amount. But it is a good deal less 
than residents used to pay under 
the old Menlo Park Lighting Dis- 
trict, which preceded municipal 
Ownership. And the cost on the 
tax rate only pays for the use of 
electricity, since original installa- 
tion of lights is usually the re- 
sponsibility of a contractor or 
subdivider, and replacement of 
| old types of lights with new, pen- 
dant ones which are attached . to 
utility poles is done by the Paci- 
fic Gas and Electric Co., from 
which electricity is purchased, 

Actually, the city Pays a flat 
fee for the electricity it uses. This 
has been $36,000 for the past two 
years. Because of this, residents 
need not worry when they see 
lights on in the daytime or other 
relatively unusual uses. Such oc- 
currences are usually tests, or oth- 
er matters connected with rou- 
tine maintenance by the utility 
company. 

The installation of new lights, 
too, is covered in the blanket fee. 

The city does not have equip- 
ment for some types of main- 


tenance, either. When police 
patrols locate burned out or 
damaged lights, they make 


notes of it for the use of the 
utility company, which is pro- 
vided with machinery for main- 
tenance. 


The city does not have any re- 
quirements as to how many lights 
a subdivider should install, but it 
has been the city council’s belief 
that good street lighting is not 
inconsistent with the maintenance 
of a “rural” atmosphere. 
Residents appear to agree. It 
was 1953 that the residents of Sub- 
urban Park, for instance, voted to 
form an assessment district to fi- 
nance the installation of street 
lights. 


The present lack of illumina- 
tion in the Flood Park Triangle 
area is to end this week. The 
state, which was responsible for 
cutting the conduit, is replacing 
it; some improvements are being 
paid for by the city. 

In some cases, conduit has rot- 
ted out, since the electroliers in 
that part of the city were installed 
many years ago.

dividuals, the board had to accept 
these figures according to the 
county charter. But the increases 
have not ended; that much is cer- 
tain. 

Kroger & Associates are now 
making a survey of all county 
positions and the Salary sche. 
dules of all employes. Past ex- 
perience has taught us that the 
wage scales will go UP upon 
completion of the survey and 
for this purpose the board of 
supervisors has included $70,- 
000 in the next budget. 
Ordinarily the budget has ap- 

proximately $35,000 for emergen- 
cy salary adjustments, but this 
year the figure was doubled in an- 
ticipation of the survey findings, 
expected early in the fall. It is ex- 
pected that the changes will come 
about in December, or therea- 
bouts. 

We have understood that the 

board of supervisors a few years 
ago adopted a policy of not mak- 
ing salary adjustments after once 
adopting the annual salary bud- 
get. What has happened to that 
policy? Opening up salary talks 
jin the middle of the year may 
| bring some of those hassles of for- 
mer years where one, two, or a 
dozen employes would seek ad- 
justments upward. 
It also opens the door to the 
ever-present union representatives 
who would welcome such an op- 
portunity. 

There may be other sizeable 
increases voted this year, but 
they won’t effect the present 
budget. Legislation is in the 
hopper in Sacramento to in- 
crease the salaries of judges — 
both superior and municipal — 
and it is possible the members 
of the board of supervisors may 
get jumped from $7200 to $9000 
to put them in line with coun- 
ties of similar population. 
However, no board member can 
get a pay hike until he starts a 
new four-year “stretch.” The same 
applies to the elected officials of 
the county who are undoubtedly 
far below the scales in similar 
counties but have to wait until 
January, 1959, to get’ whatever 
raise the board of supervisors 
might adopt. 

The new $27,000 annual salary 
voted for the county manager of 


courthouse buzzing. How high. will 
the pay check of our county mana- 
ger go to “stay in line?” Stallings, 
so we understand, is certainly go- 
ing to get a raise, but not the fig- 
ure of the county to the south 
though he may be better quali- 
fied and entitled to that figure. 
It would appear to us that when 
a moderately sized county can pay 
its manager—or health director 
—more than the governor of the 
State gets, things are getting out 
of line. 

We won’t attempt to guess 
the amount Stallings will get, 
but we predict he will become 
the highest paid officer, topping 
Health-Welfare Director Harold 
D. Chope for the first time. And 
then there will be more rumb- 
lings. 

The fact that the supervisors 
had to put the approximate $470,- 
000 item in the budget for salary 
adjustments, in itself means over 
nine cents in the final rate. The 
recent opening of bids for the 
new county jail topped estimates 
by $150,000 —and another three 
cents on the tax rate. So far no 
funds are allotted for purchase of 
Virginia Mills property for a park 
site, but the grand jury is looking 
over the lands west of Redwood 
City and likely will come up with 
a recommendation one way or the 
other—depending on the pressure 
of park enthusiasts. 
Even with the probable: six or 
seven cent boost in the tax rate 
San Mateo county might still keep 
its low-per-capita-tax honors ex- 
cept for the fact that several oth- 
er counties will be able to cut the 
actual tax because of the adoption 
of a one-cent sales tax. We hear 
little or no talk of a sales tax or- 
dinance here. In the end it all 
adds up the same; the county: gov- 
ernment cost is going up, wheth- 
er it comes all from property tax- 
es or we adopt the sales tax.

One of my favorite shrubs for 
its leaves is the gold-dust plant 
(aucuba). The leaves are beauti- 
fully marked, last for months in 
water, and combine beautifully 
with yellow flowers or white with 
yellow centers. 
| Another very fine shrub that 
has leaves to compliment any 
flower is the graceful nandina, or 
sacred bamboo. Unlike ordinary 
bamboo, nandina stays in place 
;and makes a good foundation 
|Shrub. Nandina is evergreen, al- 
though some of the leaves turn 
| bright red in the fall. 


LEAVES FOR CUTTING 

Two shrubs often used for a 
hedge offer a profusion of leaves 
for cutting: English laurel with

Rec District 
To Maintain 
A5 Cent Limit 


Although the Ravenswood Park, 
Recreation and Parkway District 
can tax to the 50 cents per 100 
dollars assessed valuation by law, 
for the fifth straight year the 
board of trustees has adopted a 
preliminary budget that will main- 
tain a 45 cent tax limit. 

“Because we pay as we go, it 
has been possible in the past to 
keep taxes down and 1957-58 will 
follow thi srule,” George Nessel, 
chairman states. 

At the May meeting of the board 
a proposal by the East Palo Alto 
Women’s Club to turn over their 
clubhouse on Bay road at a “bar- 
gain” price was reluctantly refus- 
sd, because of this policy. Plans 
for a wing to the Ravenswood 
gymnasium, under consideration 
since 1953, had priority on the 
capital outlay expenditure in the 
new budget, the board decided. 

The total budget for the coming 
fiscal year is $77,813.00, with an- 
ticipated revenue other taxes, 
$9,500.00. 

A breakdown, supplied by Su- 
perintendent Jack Farrell is as 
follows: salaries, $47,294; retire-| 
ment, $2,342; maintenance and op- 
eration, $5,200; utilities, $3,850: 
supplies, $3,300; insurance, $1,370 
and capital outlay, $14,399.
